VOL. II OF SCOTT'S 1957 


The trend of inserting older “un- 
recognized" issues has continued in 
the newly published Volume II of 
Seott's 1957 Standard Postage Stamp 
Catalogue, whieh covers the stamps 
of Europe, Asia and Africa, and ap- 
pears before Volume I. The book also 
has 37,494 new and changed prices, 
according to the publishers, Scott 
Publications, Inc. 

The past year’s accumulation of 
new issues has been neatly packed in 
so that the new Volume II, with its 
1,277 pages, is only 35 pages larger 
than the 1956 edition. 

The newly recognized stamps total 
13 issues, or 57 stamps, released in 
the 1932-44 period by four countries: 

Rhodes (Italy, Aagean Islands), 
the 1932 set of 10 (No. 64-73). Jugo- 
slavia, four 1944 semipostal sets of 
the German occupation of Laibach 
(No. NB5-NB20). Latvia, three air 
mail sets of 1933. The set of five 
Latvija-Afrika overprints (No. C9- 
C13), priced at $47.50, and the semi- 
postals for wounded aviators, No. 
CB18-CB20 and CB21-CB24. 

Spain, the 1986 “Granada Issue" 
(No. 615-617); the Balearic Islands 
provisionals of 1936 (No 634A-

venir sheets of Toledo’s Liberation, 
Historic Monuments and  Army- 
Navy (No. B108A-B108K). 

In repricing Vol. II for this 1957 
edition, Associate Editor Eugene N. 
Costales points out that Austria, 
Italy and Colonies, and Spain and 
Colonies all “got quite a bit of at- 
tention” and their prices in general 
are up. This upward price trend is 
especially noticeable in the commem- 
orative sets of the Italian group, and 
throughout Austria — airs, postage, 
“varnish bars” and commemoratives. 

Substantial price raises have also 
been made in Israel, Saar and Vati- 
ean issues. But in Armenia practical- 
ly the whole country has been re- 
duced in price. 

A country heading which appears 
in the Scott Catalogue for the first 
time is “French Southern and Ant- 
arctic Territories,” with listings of 
seven postage and two airmail 
stamps. 

A new feature, a numerical index 
of watermarks, has been added at the 
back of the book. The editors believe 
it will prove helpful to many cata- 
logue users.

"Nascopie" Leaving Montreal 


For some time past the writer has 
been aware of the fact that, philatel- 
ically speaking, little has been set 
down for the future with regard to 
this remarkable ship and its connec- 
tion with the Canadian Post Office 
Department. What has been writ- 
ten, even in the most modern books 
on the Arctic, shows such a deplor- 
able lack of philatelic knowledge and 
facts, that these notes seem at least 
timely. A sincere effort has been 
made to obtain accurate information, 
and the writer is indebted, for much 
of what follows, to Mr. W. M. Mac- 
Lean, Postmaster, “R.M.S. NAS- 
COPIE” in 1935. Without his cour- 
tesy, these notes would indeed have 
been incomplete. 


Named after Indian Tribe 


The “Nascopie,” named after a 
tribe of Indians living in Quebec and 
Labrador, was a ship of 2,500 gross 
tons, built in England in 1911, which

sailed for Canada in 1912. Owned 
and operated by the Hudson Bay 
Company, she began a series of an- 
nual voyages into the Arctic which 
were to continue, together with her 
service in two World Wars, until her 
fatal grounding on a reef off Dor- 
set Harbour, in 1947. 

Prior to 1934, limited service was 
provided by the ‘“Nascopie”’, with 
the officer in charge of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police handling 
the mail. 


In 1934 the ‘“‘Nascopie” had its 
first official postmaster, in the per- 
son of Frank Gilbert, a postal offi- 
cial at Ottawa Headquarters. The 
following list of postmasters takes 
care of the time period required for 
these notes.

Early in 1935 the Post Office De- 
partment issued a Press Release ad- 
vising that the ‘“Nascopie” would 
earry philatelic mail, in addition to 
its regular service, for all who would 
send properly prepared covers, etc.

New Office Opened 


The above comprise the philatelie 
list for *Nasceopie" covers cancelled 
in 1935. However, since W. M. Mac- 
Lean, postmaster aboard the “Nas- 
copie," opened Port Harrison, P.Q., 
post office on this trip, very RARE 
covers should exist bearing the can- 
cel August 7, 1935. These are rari- 
ties indeed! The writer has never 
seen one, though he has a few in 
1936. A few covers were definitely 
sent out of Port Harrison, P.Q., but,

if and when found, they will be non- 
philatelie—addressed by personell at 
Port Harrison, P.Q., to relatives, 
etc., on the “outside.” The writer 
has gone to some length to clarify 
the point as to 1935 Port Harrison, 
P.Q., cancellations since collectors, 
having 1936, are sure to wonder why 
they haven't 1935, so here is the 
reaason—the post office was FIRST 
opened in 1935, and the ‘“Nascopie” 
left pert about THREE hours later, 
not to return until 1936. Port Harri- 
son, P.Q., mail would be carried via 
“Nascopie” to Churchill, Man., the 
end of the C.N.R. at that time, and 
sent south to Winnipeg, Man., where, 
if registered, it would be back-stamp- 
ed, and, as well, at all other required 
points, to destination. 


Other Deliveries 


In addition to the above-mention- 
ed points the “Nascopie” delivered 
regular mai] at several ports of call 
where no post office existed such 
as Dundas Harbour, on Devon Is- 
land; Clyde, on Northern Baffin Is- 
land: Dorset, on the south-west coast 
of Baffin Island, near the resting 
place of the “Nascopie;” Coral Har- 
bour, on Southampton Island, ete. 
In addition, mail was tranferred, at 
other points, to small Hudson Bay 
ships, for delivery to outposts, where 
dog teams would be the final means 
of transportation. The delivery of 
much of this very remcte mail would 
be worked out with the R.C.M.P. who 
would be in a position to know the 
people in the area, and how they 
could best be served.

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THE B.N.A.P.S. SHOW

A few notes about the September 
show as seen by a member who at-

Probably the most interesting 
postmark I saw was a MAGDALEN 
ISLANDS inch wide gothic mark- 
ing, dated 1856. This I had never 
heard of, the post office being es- 
tablished in 1854 though, It had a low 
income, and its isolated position out 
in the Gulf made it a lonely spot to 
originate much mail. 


Another intriguing postmark was 
in the collection of Vincent Greene. 
It was the 30 mm. wide “Bend-of- 
Petticodiac N.B. PAID” which was 
made in 1843. It had not been seen 
on cover by several collectors whom 
I had asked to watch for it, thinking 
the mistake in spelling, the “TTI” 
had made it discarded. The compan- 
ion ordered the same year, without 
the PAID, also was misspelled, but 
was used for many years. In this 
large order, of which I have the 
origina] list of places furnished, each 
office was also supplied with a 
smaller circled PAID 3 or PAID 6 
to neatly fit into the center—and 
Mr. Greene’s item had this nicely 
imprinted, both in a clear red strike, 
adding to its uniqueness. A Double 
Cirele worded the correct way 
“Bend-of-Petitcodiac N.B. Paid” was 
used soon after quite commonly, and 
my surmise is that it was ordered as 
a replacement. But both’ these 
“naids” are scarce. 

At the Ontario Archives in Toronto 
I searched early Peel county maps 
to try to find the exact site of the 
second Toronto post office, existing 
1826/1826. The first named Toronto 
was soon changed to Port Hope, the 
third being the present Toronto, 
changing from York in 1834. The 
site could not be pinpointed on old 
maps they had, but I suspect it was 
near the north end of Toronto Gore. 
If any person knows its exact site 
Fd appreciate it being made known. I 
suspect it was near an old place call- 
ed Grantville on the maps seen. In- 
cidentally near the suspected site was 
a group of farms owned by different 
McVeans, old ancestors of my family. 

On the trip to Toronto I stopped 
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at the home of a dealer in original 
source current Canada stamps, who 
soaks them off cover per-1000. I 
asked him where the creek was that 
he used for soaking, and he gave me 
the surprising answer that he used 
just a small basin, per-500 at a time. 
That basin has seen a lot of original 
eum pass through it, eh! 

The office in Toronto parliament 
buildings that used to have the odd 
postmark, Legislative Assembly, has 
discontinued its use. This post office 
has a staff of about ten, and is a 
busy place when parliament is in 
session.

Just recently I obtained a set of 
the new 1955 issue of Unemploy- 
ment Tax Revenues. The entire set 
is overprinted “SPECIMEN” in tall 
red capital letters, 4 mm. high. The 
set is the first major change from 
the basic design of the first issue 
of 1941. The long, narrow stamps 
for weekly payroll periods, rouletted 
into six sections have been discon- 
tinued. 

All stamps of this issue are 25x 
2115 mm., impression size. They are 
perf. 12 and are on white wove 
paper with a distinct mesh with pale 
yellowish to white gum. There are 
three distinct designs to the set:

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British Colmmbia Hospital Aid Tax Stamps 


By Ed. Richardson 


On May 1, 1933—a time well re- 
membered to be at the depth of the 
*ereat depression"—British Colum- 
bia put into effect a special tax on 
"eating out,"—a tax on meals. The 
purpose of the tax was to provide 
revenue for the aid of hospitals. 

A little over three months later, 
in August, the law was declared ultra 
vires. The stamps issued to collect 
this tax therefore had a very short 
life. Supposedly all mint and un- 
issued stamps were destroyed, but 
this apparently was not the case for 
all of them, as most of those in exist- 
ence today are “cancelled to order” 
copies. These copies are will full 
gum and are cancelled with a single 
straight line handstamp, in purple, 
reading either “FEB 28, 1934” or 
“DEC 29, 1935,” both several months 
after the stamps were no longer be- 
ing used. 

The stamps were typeset, and 
printed on colored wove paper by C. 
F. Barfield, the Government Printer, 
in Victoria, B.C. All are perforated 


11% and were issued in sheets of 
50 (5x10). 
These stamps are worthy of 


serious study by Canadian Revenue 
students. They have generally been 
neglected,—yet they do provide a 
great field for the specialist with 
their “broken base of figure of 
value"/varieties, and the numerous 


variations in the swastika ornament- 
al border. 
The first group of varieties have 


to do with the central figure of 
value, and only with the base of 
those figures. Normally the figures 
are complete, full, with a closed base 
and large serifs. This type variety is 
found on all denomimations:

ed it appears that a filler was used 
in the vertical rows appearing like 
a broken rule. In the horizontal 
rows the filler appears like a part 
of a swastika design.

The use of the vertical filler has 
been noted on all values of this 
issue. The use of the horizontal fil- 
ler has been noted on the 3e, 5e, 10e 
and $1 values. It probably also ap- 
pears on the 4c value. 

This issue of revenues does not 
catalog very high. The entire set of 
five values is listed by Holmes at 
only $6.25. Being typeset it should 
be possible to identify every position 
in the sheet of 50 stamps. For some- 
one looking for a virgin field for 
study,—why not tackle the British 
Cclumbia Hospital Aid Tax Stamps? 
—There’s much more to their story 
than has hitherto been written.

The King Salmon stamp, the last 
of the three stamps being issued this 
year to emphasize the importance of 
wildlife conservation in America, will 
be released at Seattle, Washington, 
on November 9, 1956. 

The design depicts King Salmon 
on their annual migration upstream 
to the spawning ground. Across the 
top of the stamp, arranged in one 
line, is the wording “Wildlife Con- 
servation,’ in dark modified Archi- 
tectural Roman. To the left of the 
design, arranged in two lines, is the 
wording “King Salmon,” in dark 
Gothie, and across the bottom of the 
stamp is “3e United States Postage,” 
in modified white face Architectural 
Roman. 

The Post Office Department has 
ennounced a special 3e Children’s 
Stamp designed to promote friend- 
ship among the children of the 
world. 

“Tt will be a symbol of the aspira- 
tions of all Americans who fervently 
hope for world peace in the years 
ahead, and will stress the fact that 
our children of today are the hope 
of the world tomorrow,” the P.M.G. 
explained. 

The design of the stamp will carry 
the slogan, “Friendship — The Key 
To World Peace,” and, was selected 
from designs submitted by the grade 
school and high school children of 
the United States, its territories and 
possessions. 

The United Nations will issue the 
Human Rights Day stamps on the 
10th of December and the design will

Games, to be held in Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, this November ,Qantas Em- 
pire Airways will be servicing 
specially-designed flight covers.
